His program included an Inspection of 
the* Cuiebra cut of tin* canal, and he 
and his party went over she ground 
thoroughly. 
Later he heard the com­ 
plaints of the canal employes who are 
paid by the hour, who are dissatisfied 
with tin* remuneration received and 
demand higher pay. 
After listening 
to their side of the qu* stion, Mr. Taft 
said he could not agree with them, 
that they were underpaid. 
He added 
that labor on the canal was the best 
paid in the world. 
The principal event, however, was 
the? dinner given in Mr. Taft's honor 
by President Arosemona. which was 
attended by 200 prominent officials, of­ 
ficers of the canal zone and citizen«. 
Much interest was manifested in what 
Mr. Taft would have to say about the 
report a that have been in circulation 
here for some time to the effect that 
it was the intention of the United 
States to annex the Republic of Pan 
ama. 
What be did say put a quietus 
on all such rumors. 
After referring 
to the progress of the work on the 
canal he continued: 
“ The treaty between the two coun­ 
tries makes the United States the 
guarantor of the integrity of the Re­ 
public of Panama, and therefore In a 
sense the guardian of the liberties of 
her people, secured by your constitu­ 
tion. 
Our responsibility, therefore, 
for your government requires us to 
closely observe the course of the con­ 
duct of those selected as officials of 
your government and to insist that 
they be selected according to law. All 
this makes us specially interested in 
what is done in your government, but 
this relation neither calls for nor per­ 
mits annexation. 
We are here to con 
struct, maintain, operate and defend 
world canal which runs through the 
heart of your country, and you have 
given us the necessary sovereignty 
and jurisdiction over that part of your 
country occupied by the canal to en­ 
able us to do it effectively. 
We do 
not wish further responsibility in re­ 
spect 
of your government 
than 
is 
necessary to carry out our purpose to 
court met and maintain she canal. 
We 
have no desire to add to the territory 
under our jurisdiction, except as the 
operation of the canal may require. 
W e have guaranteed the integrity of 
your republic and for us to annex your 
territory would be to violate the guar­ 
anty. and nothing would justify that so 
long as Panama performs her part un­ 
der the treaty." 
When Mr. Taft had concluded his 
remarks, which were listened to with 
the keenest attention, he was greeted 
with long continued cheering.

forest fires ami the best methods <»f ef­ 
fective control. 
After stating that, 
while the condition« ran never he elim­ 
inated wbieh make forest fires posxi- 
ble, they can be largely prevented and 
the damage kept down to a very small 
amount Mr. Graves says; 
"A careful supervision of patrol dur­ 
ing the dry season Is one of the most 
Important, measures in organized for­ 
est protection. 
This makes possible 
carrying out one of the most funda­ 
mental principles In fire protection ~ 
namely, detecting fires and attacking 
them In their inefpleney.” After point­ 
ing out the value of lookouts, tele-' 
phone and signal communication and 
the several methods of control the for­ 
ester continues; “The principles of 
fighting forest fires are essentially tho 
same as those recognized In fighting 
fires in cities. Die following points bo- 
| itig of great importance: First, quick 
arrival tit fire; second, an adequate 
force; third, proper equipment; fourth, 
a thorough organization of the fighting 
crew, and, fifth, skill in attacking and 
fighting the fires.

I the war ended, Tolstoy 
went 
to St. 
| Petersburg, where as a nobleman, a 
returning hero, and a litterateur, he 
was much lionized. 
His surroundings in the capita! and 
his own mu net- ot life there disgusted 
Tolstoy, and going back 
to Jasnaya 
Poliana, he made his home there for 
part of seaclt year during his lifetime. 
Count Tolstoy nmried in Sept. 1862, 
the daughter 
of a professor tu 
the 
1 Diversity of Moscow. 
In her society 
he found the utmost comfort and hap­ 
piness. 
They had nine children. 
In advance of the decree or Alexan­ 
der iL. Tolstoy’s first act after he re­ 
tired to his country estate was to free 
his serfs, 
lie is said to have been the 
first nobleman in 
Rusia to do this. 
Then he busied himself with plans for 
the education and 
betterment 
of the 
peasantry. Becoming wrought up over 
what secnul to him the purposeless­ 
ness of life, ho contemplated suicide, 
but after consideration gave it up and 
delved into all sorts of philosophic In­ 
vestigations.. 
Tolstoy, in 
his boks, set 
forth his 
Ideas of true living. 
They were much 
at variance with the views of the Rus­ 
sian government and the author ex­ 
pected to 
be prosecuted 
directly for 
writing them. 
In this he was disap­ 
pointed, for the government went no 
further than to suppress some of the 
books, mutilate 
others 
and 
to exile 
some of 
the author's 
friends. 
Then 
Tolstoy wrote a letter to the Czar him ­ 
self. in which he predicted that if the 
emperor did not manifest a change of 
heart, there would be a recurrence of 
all the terrors of Nihilism and horrors 
of tlie prevention of it by massacre. 
Two years ago Tolstoy's 80th birth­ 
day was made the occasion of celebra­ 
tions in some twenty towns in Russia 
despite the efforts of the government 
against it. 
Three years ago it was 
proposed to confer the Nobel peace 
prize upon him. but he declined it, and 
when 
a similar proposal was made 
last September he again refused the 
prize. 
It was not until Friday of last week 
that the world learned that on Oct. 
10 Tolstoy had suddenly left Jasnaya 
Poliana, accompanied by his physician, 
Dr. Kaovetsky. 
In a let er to his wife 
lie said he was goiug into solitary re­ 
tirement. and begged her to make no 
effort to find him. 
He was found on 
Saturday in the monastery of Koselsk, 
iti the Province of Kaiouga. Before he 
was found the countess made two at­ 
tempts to commit suicide by jumping 
through a hole in the ice into tjie river, 
Jlis daughter, Alexandra, immediately 
hurried to him and the report carat 
that he was suffering from an attack 
of bronchitis, contracted through driv­ 
ing during his (light in drenching rain 
To a friend who congratulated bin» 
upon his SOtli birthday Tolstoy wrote: 
'I know with certainty that in dying 
I shall be happy and that I ¿hall enter 
a world more teal. 
Death in youth is 
as when a man is awakened before he 
has slept a full measure 
D? a h in 
old age i- ¡is when a man wakes tf 
his onvu UwtoiU after 
a good sleep.”

of disability in 1898, and became pro­ 
fessor of military science at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois.
